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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Applicant's Amendment 

1. Based upon the submitted amendments, entered by RCE, the examiner notes that claim 
10 is amended and claims 2 and 6 are cancelled. 

2. Examiner withdraws all rejections to all claims based on the clarification of the claims in 
the examiner's statement of reasons for allowance below. 

Examiner's Amendment

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1,3-5,7-12 are allowed over the prior art of record 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In the examiner's opinion, it would not have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in 
the art first to provide the exact gain specified by the equations in the claims in the 
communications system of Kakuishi. 

The examiner notes that the 'suitable gain' phrase in the claims is read to mean the terms 
Gl(ZI) and G2(ZI) (defined earlier in the claim) are applied to transmit and receive 
signals respectively. Additionally, the recited claim element of an 'estimate of the 
transfer function' (or a method step of 'estimating the transfer function') is read to be the 
specific steps of calculating the estimate K(ZI) according to the exact equations for the 
transfer function K(ZI) specified in each claim.
